We stand in debt to Jesus 
Obrist—not enly for the meth- 
od of life and for the ideal of a 
truly saerifical death but also 
for ‘the assurauee of better 
things to come. Where can we 
find other such utterances, as 
“Because I live, ye shall live 
also,” “Let not your heart be 
troubled, In my Father's house 
are many mansions, I go to pre- 
pare a place for you.” § “All 
power is given unte me—Go ye, 
and [ shall be with you always 
even unto the end of the world.” 
Let us thank God for the Christ 
ian Easter tide-—for the Resur- 
rection of Jesus—for the un- 
dying hope of immortal life— 
and let us do this, not alone be- 
cause sueh aspirations tend to 
ennoble life, but that we may 
yratefully pay our homage to 
Jesus, and honor Ged and man 
through Him. We are citizens 


of two worlds, and our citizen- |~ 


ship here should be so accept- 
ed and discharged as to merit 
the responsibility of a larger 
heritage for eternity.

Prairie Soils Lose Fertility at Less 
Rapid Rate as Time Goes On 
Soil fertility investigations conduct- 
ed by Dr, F, T. Shutt, Dominion chem 
ist, over a series of years, have proy- 
ed that western prafrie soils which 
lose fertility at a vapid rate during 
the first few years of cultivation and 
cropping, lose fertility at a less rapid 

rate as tline goes on, 

The lessons learned from this in- 
vestigation point conclusively to the 
necessity of introducing rotation 
grasses and clovers into farming 
practice if profitable farmfng Js to be 
miintained says the Dominion depart- 
ment of agriculture. At the conclu- 
sion of his bulletin covering his in- 

estigations on this subject, the Do- 
minion chemist points hopefully to 
the increasing adoption.of mixed farm- 
ing, including dairying and stock rais- 
ing. 

The extension of this practice, Dr. 
Shutt points out, necessarily inyolves 
a scheme of soil management which 
serves to maintain fertility and lends 
towards increasing rather than de- 
creasing the grain output of the 
prairies.

The winter, 
inspectors at the head office of the 
Indian department for the prairie 
provinces declare, has taken more 
feed than any season they can recall.

There is probably no more bene- 
ficial vegetable than rhubarb. It is 
tasty and it ts a corrective. More- 
over, it comes like a release from the 
coils of winter. And yet it can be en- 
joyed with a little trouble from Janu- 
ary well into spring or early summer. 
It can be preserved the same as fruit 


roots being kept moist: “In their bul- 
letin on “The Farmer's Vegetable Gar- 
den,” Messivs, MacKillican and Coop- 
er of the Brandon experimental farm, 
point onl that by cutting good-sized 
crowns or pieces off the plants in the 


garden, sufficient forced stalks can be} at work altering the contour 


secured for a family. 

The richer the soil is for rhubarb 
the better. 1t can be propagated from 
seed, but it is an improvement to pro- 
pagate by transplanting sections of 
root, Ifoles for planting can be dug 
or a furrow opened up seven or eight 
inches deep with a plough. It 
should be mentioned that g*spot where 
manure has been piled is ideal for 
rhubarb. Set the plants in squares 
four fect apart each way. Small see- 
tions of root with a single crown are 
to be preferred and in planting the 
crown should be about level with the 
surface, the earth being firmly pack- 
ed around. Plant in eauly spring and 
cultivate with a horse and scufiler or 
by hand during the first season. The 
rhubarb will then be ready for light 
use the next year, but should not be 
heavily used until the next season. 
Keep out weeds and grass hy digging 
each spring and subsequent cultiva- 
tion. 

If the roots ave to be cultivated in 
the cella’ dig them out before winter 
set in and leave them out to freeze 
solidly. Set the plants close togeth- 
er either in boxes or on the floor, They 
can remain in total or almost total 
darkness, as that improves the color. 
Although one lot of plants will throw 
up stalks for six weeks or two months; 
that is until -the roots are exhausted, 
to ensure a continuous supply some 
roots can be kept frozen and not pul 
In the cellar until th® stalks from the 
first lot are ready for-use, The tem- 
perature of the cellar should be be- 
tween 50 and.60 degrees F. 

Two of the best varieties of rhu- 
barb are Victorfa and Linnaeus.
